Vice Chair Stringer had concerns about the compliance history of the permittee (ConocoPhillips
Company-Los Angeles Refinery, Carson Plant), and asked clarification of the term used in the permit
that say “ No Violations' .

Chief Deputy Executive Officer Deborah Smith responded, that the term indicates that no discharges
had occurred. Ms. Cassandra Owens, Unit Chief at Regional Board added that there are no violations
either.

Vice Chair Sringer also had questions about the compliance history for Item 12 for the Santa Paula
Wastewater Recycling Facility.

Ms. Elizabeth Erickson, Regional Board staff and project manager summarized the compliance history
of the facility and other background to the Board. Sheindicated that the largest set of violations
referred to the old plant, and that the new plant has only one coliform violation, and that the effluent
violations were for the old facility. She clarified the actions that are being used to remedy the violations.

Chief Deputy Executive Officer, Deborah Smith made comments clarifying that thisis not a permit for
renewal, and that the facility is just switching compliance points.
